Claim 27 (currently amended): A portable roadway comprising: 

a) a support layer having a wire mesh top surface, wherein said wire mesh top 
surface defines at least one closed gabion, and said support layer 
comprises compr i s i na a plurality of wire mesh gabions, each of said wire 
mesh g abions having a plurality of compartments, each of said 
compartments being substantially full of a filler material having a density 
less than that of water; and 

b) a traffic layer supported by said wire mesh top surface, said traffic layer 
comprises eempr i s i na a plurality of panels r e ach of sa i d pane l s be i ng 
r e movab l y p l acoablo onto placed on said wire mesh top surface , wherein 
said panels are removeable : 

wherein said portable roadway has sufficient strength to support construction 

vehicle traffic. 

Claim 28 (previously presented): The portable roadway of claim 27, wherein said 
filler material is expanded polystyrene foam. 

Claim 29 (previously presented): The portable roadway of claim 27, wherein said 
filler material is encapsulated in a fabric wrapper. 

Claim 30 (currently amended): The portable roadway of claim 29, wherein 
the fabric wrapper is polypropylene yarn. 

Claim 31 (previously presented): The portable roadway of claim 27, wherein 
said filler material in at least one of said compartments is in the form of a single block. 
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Claim 32 (previously presented): The portable roadway of claim 27, wherein at 
least one of said gabions is a mattress gabion. 


Claim 33 (previously presented): The portable roadway of claim 27, wherein the 
wire mesh of at least one of said gabions is coated with polyvinylchloride. 

Claim 34 (previously presented): The portable roadway of claim 27, wherein at 
least one of said panels is selected from the group consisting of wood panels and metal 
panels. 


Claim 35 (previously presented): The portable roadway of claim 27, wherein at 
least some of said panels are interlockable with each other. 

Claim 36 (currently amended): A portable platform comprising: 

a) a support layer having a wire mesh top surface, wherein said wire mesh top 
surface defines at least one closed gabion, and said support layer 
comprises eompr i sina a plurality of wire mesh gabions, each of said wire 
mesh g abions having a plurality of compartments, each of said 
compartments being substantially full of a filler material having a density 
less than that of water; and 

b) a traffic layer supported by said wire mesh top surface, said traffic layer 
comprises eompr i s i na a plurality of panels , e ach of sa i d pane l s be i ng 
re movab l y p l acoab l o onto placed on said wire mesh top surface , wherein 
said panels are removeable : 

wherein said portable platform has sufficient strength to support construction 

vehicle traffic. 

Claim 37 (previously presented): The portable platform of claim 36, wherein said 
filler material is expanded polystyrene foam. 

Claim 38 (previously presented): The portable platform of claim 36, wherein said 
filler material is encapsulated in a fabric wrapper. 

Claim 39 (currently amended): The portable platform of claim 38, wherein 
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the fabric wrapper is polypropylene yarn. 

Claim 40 (previously presented): The portable platform of claim 36, wherein said 
filler material in at least one of said compartments is in the form of a single block. 

Claim 41 (previously presented): The portable platform of claim 36, wherein at 
least one of said gabions is a mattress gabion. 

Claim 42 (previously presented): The portable platform of claim 36, wherein the 
wire mesh of at least one of said gabions is coated with polyvinylchloride. 

Claim 43 (previously presented): The portable platform of claim 36, wherein at 
least one of said panels is selected from the group consisting of wood panels and metal 
panels. 


Claim 44 (previously presented): The portable platform of claim 36, wherein at 
least some of said panels are interlockable with each other. 

Claim 45 (currently amended): A method for constructing a portable roadway or a 
portable platform comprising the steps of: 

a) providing a support layer having a wire mesh top surface, wherein said wire 
mesh too surface defines at least one closed gabion, and wherein said 
support layer comprises a plurality of mu l t i- compartm e nt wire mesh 
gabions , each of said wire mesh gabions having a plurality of 
compartments, each of said compartments being substantially full of a filler 
material having a density less than that of water: and, 

b) providing a traffic layer supported bv said wire mesh top surface, said traffic 
layer comprises a plurality of m ovab le-panels placed on said wire mesh top 
surface, wherein said panels are removeable : 

e) provld i ng a- f ill er m a ter ial ba vi ng -a -dens i ty - l e ss than that of - wat e r; 

d) fi lli ng tho compartments of at l east somo of sa i d gabions to substant i al 

fullness w i th sa i d - f il l e r - mat e r i a l ; 

e) a ss e m bli ng sa i d gab i ons to form a support l ayer hav i ng a top surfac ei- and 
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wherein each said portable roadway and each said portable platform have 
sufficient strength to support construction vehicle traffic. 

Claim 46 (previously presented): The method of claim 45, further comprising the 
steps of: 

a) providing a fabric wrapper for said filler material; 

b) selecting at least a portion of said filler material to be expanded 
polystyrene foam; and 

c) encapsulating said expanded polystyrene foam within said fabric 
wrapper prior to placing said expanded polystyrene foam into one of said 
compartments. 
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
